They were ap~ 
prbhendad the following day and questioned by the company political officer 
about the reasons for their desertion,-, Eh© soldiers stated that they had 
been in the army for over ten years, and that, during the Japanese war, 
they had hoped to go home at the end of the fighting but had instead 
rf Qiigh t on against the Rationalist armloa. Fm T the more, they had hoped 
to go home when the Rationalists were driven from the mainland, but they 
continued fluting against the guerrillas. How that war in Korea had. 
broken out and demobilisation had ceased, they believed they would never 
see their homes again, unless thoy ran away from the army, 

2* There are persistent rumors that the morale of Chinese Communist troops 
in Kwango I is very low and that many privates are deserting their units. * 
This is particularly true in the case of soldiers whose homes are in 
North China and Manchuria, Army authorities are trying with little suc- 
cess to combat low morale by urging the troops to protect the gains of 
the revolution.
